Plans to Hold 
Open Meeting 

Discussion on 
General Aims 
Of NFCUS. 



Approved by the Students' Exe- 
culive Council, the Permanent 
Committee of the National Fédéra- 
tion of Canadian University Stu* 
dents will hold Its first open meet- 
ing to discuss ways and means of 
bringing into effect the general 
aims of the Federation, on Wednes- 
day, Feb. 13, at 5 p.m. in the Union 
Grill Room. 

To Promote Understanding 

Originated in 192S, the N.F.C.U.S. 
was formed with the intention of 
"overcoming racial and economic 
barriers existing in the Dominion 
of Canada with a view to develop* 
ing a greater national unity." As 
particular aims, It set out to fulfill 
the heed "to promote a better 
understanding among the Canadian 
Universities, a greater exchange of 
ideas on problems which differ for 
the Universities in each of the dif- 
.ferent sections of Canada." 
Past Weaknesses 
"In terms of the general alms of 
the Federation, the work was pur- 
sued on a somewhat haphazard 
basis," commented C. N. Beau- 
champ, chairman of the Permanent 
Committee. "Little or no attempt 
was made to assure continuity to 
its efforts. £ven the finances are 
operated on the principle of an 
annual collection," hé continued. 
Also pointed out was the fact that 
student 'participation existed on a 
very limited scale, with the excep 
tlon of the pre-conferencc prepar 
ation, for Dec. of last year, when 
study groups were set up to study 
the NFCUS' constitution. Veterans' 
nehabilitation, Educational Facili- 
ties and Opportunities, and ttic 
problem of National Unity. 
Suggest National Scholarships 
First function of the Permanent 
Committee will be to draft its con- 
stitution for approval by the S.G.C 
Among suggestions to be offered 
for consideration at the meeting 
will be a plan to investigate the 
possibilities of obtaining National 
Scholarships,- and a proposal that 
steps be taken to assure a com 
pletely representative Canadian 
delegation to forthcoming Interna' 
tional Student or Youth Confer- 
ences.

Buhay to Discuss 
Housing Problems 

Homes For Canadians 
Subject Of Address 
By City Councillor 

Councillor Michael Buhay will 
address an open meeting tomorrow 
sponsored by the McGill Labor 
Progressive Party Club, on "Homes 
For Canadians," at 5 p.m. in The 
Union Grillroom. 

First elected as a City councillor 
in 1042, Mr. Buhay was instrumen< 
tal in bringing to the fore many 
problems facing Montrealers. Mr. 
Buhay was the first one to suggest 
that leases be frozen during the 
war periods, so that rents could 
not be raised, nor tenants evicted.' 
This "Buhay Plan," first regarded 
as fantastic, subsequently became 
the subject of an order-in-Councll 
Issued by the Federal Government 
In' a brief which Mr. Buhay re- 
cently, presented to the city coun- 
cil of Montreal, it was pointed out 
that Montreal requires fifty thou- 
sand additional dwelling units, of 
which five thousand are urgently 
needed foi^ veterans. Eleven per- 
cent of the, people own all the 
dwellings in Montreal, and almost 
ninety percent are tenants. Mr. 
Buhay charges directly,- that this 
small group of monopoly landlords 
dominating the city council are in- 
terested in maintaining 'a scarcity 
of houses which, for them, means, 
1) higher rents, 2) fewer vacancies, 
3) no necessity for . maintaining 
property, leading to slums. 

Councillor Michael Buhay will 
speak not only on the housing sit- 
uation throughout Canada, but par- 
ticularly of the housing crisis in 
the Montreal area. Low cost homes 
has -become the .most vital need of 
nearly all Canadians. 

The meeting' will thus afford an 
opportunity for discussing the 
housing shortage as well as to con- 
sider the proposals made for the 
tarllest possible solution. , .

Hanover, New Hampshire, Feb. 
10th.— For the first time in twenty- 
two years McGill skiers swept 
thr(»ugh a field of ten American 
universities to win the coveted In* 
tcrcolleglate Ski Trophy of the fa- 
mous Dartmouth "Winter Carnival. 
Sparked by steady Don Stanlforth, 
who placed 4th in the combined 
downhill-slalom and Oth in the 
combined cross-country-Jumping, 
the Redmen chalked up a total ot 
568.7 points to nose out their tradi- 
tional rivals from Dartmouth Col- 
lege by 15.2 points. Third in the 
combined, team standings was New 
Hampshire with 527.1 points, fol- 
lowed by MIddlebury, who played 
host to McGill at their annual Win. 
ter Carnival two weeks ago. 

Placing emphasis on team-play in 
every event Coach Harry Pangman 
urged his men on to. a surprise vic- 
tory on Saturday morning when 
the "Big Red" were trailing Dart- 
mouth by flvo polnts.^Off to a fly« 
ing start on Friday morning McGill 
forged ahead in the team standing 
by winning the downhill on the 
treacherous Moose Mountain run. 
Stanlforth showed his heels to 
some forty of Eastern North Ameri- 
ca's best college skiers by coming 
in second to Dartmouth's Mai Mc- 
Lean. He* was -followed by. Stuart 
MacLaren of .West , Point who was 
one second and â' half behind. Art 
Brunoau ot McGlll came in fifth 
on the list with two other Red 
skiers Karre Olsen and Bob Walby 
in thirteenth and sixteenth place 
respectively. 

In the afternoon's slalom event 
Jerry Hlatt of Denver University, 
after driving over two thousand 
miles across the country in a gaily- 
painted station-wagon blasted 
through a forty-eight .gate course 
on near-by Oak HiU to win by a 
margin of almost three seconds over 
his nearest rival, Stu MacLareri of 
West Point. It was in this event 
that the McGill men slipped a tri- 
fle, registering a fifth In the team 
results. Stanlforth was the first Mc- 
Gill man in this race, finishing up 
in eight place behind New Hamp- 
shire's Andy Hastings. Art Bru. 
neau, finding the : iron-hard snow 
conditions difficult placed eight- 
eenth with Walby coming in twen- 
ty-third and Olsen fortieth. 

After a night of conjecture Mc- 
Gill forged into the lead yesterday 
morning by capturing cross-coun- 
try honours In 'a< gruelling eight- 
mile course that started and finish* 
ed on the centre of the campus 
here. Powerful Karre Olsen of tho 
skiing Olscns ran the course in one 
hotu: and fifty-seven seconds to 
take first place. He was followed 
by McLean of Dartmouth who sped 
In fourteen seconds behind. Don 
Stanlforth and Bob Tllden made it 
a pacing game by finishing within 
nine seconds of each other, in sixth 
and seventh place respectively. Art 
Bruneau was the fourth Redman 
In that event placing twenty-fourth 
with a time ot one hour, twenty 
minutes and sixteen seconds.

Film Society 



Those who had not read John 
Steinbeck's 'Forgotten Village" in 
book form may have expected a 
production differing slightly from 
the picture which was presented 
to the campus by the McGlll Film 
Society In the Biology Building on 
Friday. Almost lilce a travelogue 
in the simplicity of its theme, and 
its superb photography, "Tho For- 
gotten Village" delves far past tho 
superficial background of magni- 
ficent scenery and picturesque life 
which is usually the topic of such 
pictures. It treats with sociological 
Insight and human pathos the 
struggle between progress and the 
ancient mode of life which Is diang- 
Ing the peaceful, but poor and di- 
sease-ridden existences of the 
natives in the isolated pueblos of 
rural Mexico. 

In the advancing face of science, 
the backward and forgotten areas 
of the country maintain a stubborn 
and suspicious front preferring 
famine and disease to the aid 
which the modem world can bring 
them. If they die, then they die by 
the will of God, and not by the 
"newfangled notions" of the doctors 
and nurses who sometimes reach 
them. "Wc do not like these new 
things," they repeat with the un- 
reasoning fear of children. 

When "The ''Forgotten Village" 
appeared several years ago as a 
book, it was one of the pioneers In 
a new type of literature. Its story 
was merely a running commentary 
on Its exceptionally fine photo- 
graphic stills, yet both writing and 
photography were necessary to each 
other, and Uie book was the result 
of the perfect Integration of both. 
The character of the book has been 
carried perfectly into the moving 
picture' medium, while to it has 
been added the. narrator's voice. 
Impersonal and imemotional, yet 
conveying ' pathos and a certain 
sense of truth, which heightens and 
sharpens the effectiveness of the 
whole. ■ 

Dramatic effect In its tisual stud- 
led forms Is lacking. There' is no 
focussing of lights at crucial mo- 
,mcnts, the music provides back- 
ground rather than accompanlc- 
ment, the picture is no more art- 
ificial in. its plot than is life iUeU. 
The drama depends on factual pre- 
sentation. The eyes of the youth of 
Mexico turn towards progress, and 
the young leave their homes to be- 
come teachers, doctors, engineers, 
and scientists in the distant cities. 
When they have learned, they re- 
turn to their people, bringing with 
them the Ideas, and technology of 
the outsldo world. 

We are shown how the life of tho 
people revolves around the com 
and is bound up In It It la watched 
over, and cared lor and loved... It 
is food, religion, and wealth, and 
when it is reaped, the landowner 
taWei three-quarters of the harvest 
The fanner protests... as he al- 
ways does.... but he is cheered by 
reflection on his numerous sons 
who work with him in the field... 
and he Is a great man. And over all 
prevail the primitive conditions ot 
birth and life, slckneu'and death. 

We have the feeling that "The 
Forgotten Village" should bo "re- 
quired" seeing" for all school chil- 
dren. Even the very young might 
gain from pitifully obvious com- 
parison' an understanding of our 
own complex, civilization and high- 
ly , specialised division of labour! 
which a coiircc in sociology could 
scarcely paint so vividly. We arc

STUDENT MEETING

Dear Sir, — For the benefit of 
the students that werejnotjprcsent 
at tho meeting of the Students' Soc- 
iety on Thursday afternoon I wish 
to make a correction to the report 
on the meeting published in The 
Daily (Friday, February 8). 

In the column headed "Amend- 
ments Approved" in the second 
page It is stated that article VIII 
was amended to read that 
"....Special meetings shall be call- 
ed on the written request of fifteen 
hundred (1,500) members of the 
Students' Society etc..." 

The truth is that no vote was 
taken on the 1,500 number of stud- 
ents' signatures required to call a 
meeting amendment After the 
amendment of the Engineering Un- 
dergraduate . Society that proposed 
a number of 250 (not 300 as it Is 
stated in The Daily) was defeated, 
my own amendment calling for 500 
was put on the floor and a vote was 
taken.' A ^.majority was needed as 
it had been proposed from the floor 
and after a recount the amendment 
was approved and the meeting was 
immediately adjourned. 

I also wish to seize the opport- 
unity to stress the fact that It was 
most deplorable that only about 300 
students were present at that meet- 
ing. It is evident that when such 
important Issues are at stake (much 
more Important than most of us 
think they are) and when 2/3 or 
Vi of the votes arc needed to amend 
the Constitution (our Constitution) 
every vote Is alt-Important and the 
presence or absence of even a small 
group of 10 students for example, 
may have, decisive consequences 
that will affect 6,0(k) students!

women skiers yesterday won the 
slalom event to sweep the Lake 
Placid Club tournament for the 
Kate Smith Trophy, repeating their 
win uf last year over a select field 
of American top-notchers. The vic- 
tory In which the famed Wurlelcs 
and Burdens, the latter beauties 
hailing from McGill, played pro- 
minent roles, was the Canuck 
Team's sixth triumph in ten years 
over American girls. 

Montreal's stylish skiing twins, 
Rhona and Rhoda Wurtele, finish- 
ed first and third in the 35-gate 
slalom on Scotts Coble, just as they 
did Saturday in the downhill test 
on the Rimrock trail, to pace the 
Canadian victory.

Dear Sir,— We have just relumed 
from a very poorly attended meet- 
ing of. the Dawson branch of the 
McGlU Veterans' Society, and 
while the spirit of anger Is still 
strong we should like to make 
known our profound disgust 

The meeting was advertised in 
the Daily and. on notice-boards. In 
the January eiitty of students here 
there are some three hundred odd 
veterans; there were about eighty 
of that group present. As a matter 
of fact, the percentage was so small 
that It was decided not to take a 
vote for a new executive, not' 
withstanding that the present exe- 
cutive will be retiring in the near 
future because ot approaching 
examinations. This means that a 
special meeting of the January 
group must be called shortly ito 
elect the new executive, and we 
are very dubious of the results 
Certainly if the response is no bet- 
ter than it was tonight, we niight 
just as well toss out the Veterans' 
Society here and throw ourselves 
on the mercy of prevailing policies 
What is the matter with our vet- 
eran confreres out here? Do they 
Imagine that the Government has 
(o support and; educate us for the 
next five years? Don't they realize 
that it is by the grace of an Act 
of Parliament and the "discretion 
of the Minister" that we are here 
In the first place— that this oppor- 
tunity afforded us is a great privl 
lege which we should appreciate- 
that the ttcugsle for. our rights aiid 
well-being is something we have to
